These are not the times when Jews of light and leading should seek to 
extend the sphere of discussion upon subjecta of peculiarly internal policy, 
still less to associate with the discussion a larger question of imperial palicy 
upon which popular prejudice has fastened. We can speak thus frankly 
because we have all along preserved perfect impartiality in judging the 
varying presentations of the East End Scheme. We do not favour a 
colossal synagogue anywhere, least of all in Whitechapel. We pin our faith 
to a plan for a moderately sized synagogue to which should ba attached a 
large hall, capable of being utilised as a place of worship for the Festivals. 
Surely this should satisfy all parties. And we still hope that a modus 
eivend: may be found to carry it out with the hearty co-operation of all 
sections of the community. Meanwhile, the less we hear of coercive measures 
on either side the better. | |

Scheme features of any Kast End Scheme are being ignored. Our 


foreign brethren do not need our assistance to induce them 
to be religions. The Services at the Great Assembly Hall are a gigantic 
object lesson to us how true devoutness can be combined with real decorum. 
Our help is indispensable rather in the dire:ion of social reform. 
The Synagogue in Commercial Road mvs; a centre, a 
rallying point, for personal service’all the year round, not in a sensational, 
spasmodic form, but in a persistent, sustained and studiously unostentatious 
manner, The work of Anglicising the Russian Jew in the East End must 
| Young men of culture and enthusiasm 
must be induced to undertake the work. We must give of our best. It is 
lamentable to think how long the work has been neglected. Some urge that 
the true missionary spirit for social work does not exist among Jews ; that 
whilst religion appeals to some and philanthropy to others, social regeneration 
has no charm for any. We believe this to be not quite well-founded. Given 
congenial work and the scope for useful activity and there will bo no dearth 
of the right sort of young men to offer their services. Taen the Beth Din 
must be stripped ofits medivvalism and must have daily sittings if need be. In 
fact, we want a People’s Synagogue, combined with a Jewish University 
Settlement, a Court of Conciliation, a Personal Service Brotherhood and a 
Workers’ League. .

A QUESTION OF CLASSIFICATION, | 


Sir,—I should not have ventured to come within stinging distan 
hornet’s nest so valorously poked up by Mr, Zangwill, bad not your co 
“T, A,” endeavoured to establish a criterion of who should be 
which, according to him, would rule Karl Marx within th 
Ricardo without it. | 

Now the term “ Jew’ can_ be legitimately used in either of two Senses—an 
ethnical sense and a theological sense, Whether a particular man is a Jew in the 
first of these meanings of the word is entirely a question of his birth. It is 
altogether definite and unalterable. It depends on his parentage ; and this, like 
the rest of that past out of which he has arisen, is utterly beyond his reach’ [py 
this — of the word, I can no more cease to be a Jew than I can cease to be 4 
mammal, 

The other—the theological—sense of the term stands entirely in contrast to 
this. It is indefinite and variable. Its definition, like that of most theological 
terms, is a matter of grave dispute at the present day ; and this is little to be 
wondered at, as its connotation is in a constant state of flux. Moreover, though 
a man cannot change his race, he can change his faith, 

These, then, are the two meanings of the word “ Jew” ; and if I were asked 
what a.Jewish Chronicle should put on record, | should say that the ambiguity 
attaching to the word “ Jewish ”’ leaves it open to those who conduct the paper — 
to take the wider or the narrower view of its function, I say the wider or the 
narrower view, because the annals of the Jewish race necessarily includa those 
of Jewish religion, while the annals of Jewish religion—and especially synagogal 
religion, which is not quite the same thing—form but a part of those of the 

But your contributor “I, A.” is not satisfied with your acceptance of the 
term Jew in either of the above senses, as the basis of your editorial policy, 
He has excogitated a third sense, with which I certainly have .o re:son to find 
fault, since it has a remarkable resemblance to one I put forward last year in 
my paper read before the Maccabew ns, but which I hold to be utterly impracti- 
cable for a Jewish journal, “Jam completely at one with Mr, Zingwill,” says 
“TT. A.” “in repudiating the suggestion that men or women who forsake 
Judaism must thereafter be discarded from Jewish records, Jewish history 
claims, and has the right to claim, merit for every service ’’—and demerit for 
every disservice ?—" rendered to the world by persons of Jewish race, provided 
those services are a direct result of that way of looking at life which may fairly 
be called Jewish. I apply this test also to Jews who remain within the pale, for 
unless the distinction of such a Jew is the indispatable (!) consequence of his 
Jewish descent and character, [ should maintain that Jewish history has nothing 
to do with his distinction,” 

Now, Mr. Editor, I hope you understand what you are to do? Solomon 
Moses, age thirteen, gains a geometry prize in University College Schools. I 
am afraid you have been in the habit of heedlessly and unphilosophicaitly adding 
to the value of such distinctions by recording them ic your colums, without 
considering in each case whether it is the indisputable consequence of Jewish 
descent and character! Need I go through the multifarious contents of your 

aper, and show you the task which isin store for you? A formidable psycho- 
fogical conundrum awaits you in each case of something having been done, or 
left undone, by a person of our race, I am afraid your news wiil have to be 
rather stale, And though your judgments will necessarily be laborious, | cannot 
say that they are likely to prove satisfactory.. 

For “I. A.” gives us a sample of the process he wishes you to adopt. Impru- 
dent man! Why did he not keep to the abstract ? He claims Karl Marx as a 
Jew, but refuses to confer that honour on David Ricardo, Why? Because “it 
would need a great deal of special pleading to prove that Ricardo’s Taeory of 
Reut owed anything to his Jewish descent.” But did Karl Marx's Theory of 
Value owe anything to dis Jewish descent, I hope not; for I have recently 
shown it to be fallacious.*

She was of theordinary typs of advanced woman, the 
woman a day in advance, who loses count of Eternity, but gives odd manifesta- 
tions of retaining a personal bias in favour of immortality, Heine’s mother 
was another of the sort, who, for the sake of society and of intellectual 
flirtations with her Abbé, would have made a Catholic of her son, and did 
succeed in making his Judaism a discord in his songs. It is not an uncommon 


type, unluckily, and repeats itself over and over again, sometimes more brilliant, 


sometimes less, but always with a settled purpose to illumine its own path. An 
attractive type often, but for all its breadth of view a low one, until to charm 
shall be reckoned a higher aim than to endure and to renounce. But with it 
all, 2 Jewish editor's task, it must.ba gratefully admitted, is a difficult one, for 
the tastes of Jewish readers vary. Some of us are happy enough to agree with

Sir,—Like many other controversies, that which has been raging in your 
columns on the admissibility of Rahel Levin to the posthumous hospitality of 
the Jewish Chronicle, depends on the meaning of language. If Rahel Levin was 
a Jewess, her life may be narrated by a Jewish paper. If she was not, it is 
thought to be alien from the subject-matter of the journal. The substantial 
issue is whether she was a Jewessornot, This isthe substantial issue, for 
though some of your correspondents have insinuated that she may be written 
of, but only wish unkindness, that is a thesis which cannot stand putting into 
plain language. If Rahel Levin, and she is but a type, is to be mentioned at‘all, 
she must be described as she really was, not as a fictitious monster. The 
biographer who tells of her unhappy lapse from the Jewish religion, muat 
in fairness relate also her return to the love of her people. I fear the objection 
some entertained to the sketch of BKahel arose because it was life-like, 
sympathetic, and most interesting. | 

The real question is ‘whoisaJew?” At the two extremities of the class 
there is no difficulty. Those who were born within the fold of Judaism, and 
believe in and practise all the prescriptions of the Law, are Jews; and the 
ordinary Gentile may with equal certainty be excluded from our definition. There 
is no difficulty now in admitting Moses Mendelssohn, or in excluding Napoleon 
Bonaparte; the trouble ovcurs with a character like Benjamin Disraeli. Some of 
your correspondents would apply a very simple test, the conscience clause. 
According to them *' Jew’ is merely a term denoting religious belief; it means 
no more than ‘ Baptist,” “Quaker,” or “ Buddhist.” The distinction is 
seductive in its simplicity ; but 1t is a new distinction which has yet to commend 
itself to mankind, It does not come stamped with the hall-mark of popular 
acceptance. | | 

To the public at large, “Jew’’ connotes race, even more than religion, 
Undoubtadly religion enters into the composite concsption, but descent from the 
tribes of Israel, occupation, character, these are the ideas which rush into the 
mind of him who pronounces or hears theword. Rahel Levin was a Jewess for 
Carlyle ; Lord Baaconsfisld was always a Jew for the British electors, 
whether they followed or reviled him, for the Russian diplomatists whom he 
foiled, for the German statesmen with whom be acted, for the artists of the 
comic papers who caricatured him, And this, although he was in Parliament a 


pillar of the Established Church, and a regular communicant at Hughenden. 


Are the Jews to be alone in refusing to extend to such a man the title which all 
others conferred upon him ? 
_ Disraeli had been baptised in early life, and openly avowed Christianity. 
‘18 still less surprising that another large class of men and woman are generally 
regarded as Jews by themselves and others though they have very little to do 
with religion, Many of the Birsenjuden, or to uss a wider expression, 
the ordinary busiaess Jews, have no claim to be Jews beyond their Jew.sh 
names, and Jewish features, Jewish aptitudes for affairs. I€ you asked 
“one of those I have in mind what was his religious belief you would 
find , Perhaps, that he had thought little about the matter, perhaps that he had 
caretully considered it and was a materialist in theory but not in the habit 
of avowing any principles upon the subject. Probably in his family there are 


many much more observant than himself, and when he dies he may be buried 


at our cemetery in Willesden or Montparnasse, if the requiremeats of 
the controlling boards are not fouad excessive by his immediate descendants. 
‘fom time to tims he subscribes to charities, mostly Jewish. Such a man is 
Universally regarded as a Jew, and yet he does not, in fact, entertain or profess 
& single principle of those which are distinctively Jewish. He follows the moral 
code of his age and country, which, doubtless, owes much to the law of Moses ; 
ut he does not adopt it on the ground that it was oraety enjoined, Sacha 
man feels, as a rule, a certain sympathy with others of his race, I have

THE EAST END SCHEME, 


Sir,—I was very glad to find Sir Samuel Montagu speaking out so strongly 
and plainly on this subject in your issue of the 20th, and the cogency and force 
of his arguments are certainly not impaired by the singularly trivial and incon- 
clusive rejoinders to hand up to the present, which entirely evade his main con- 
tentions, and display complete inability to view the question on wide grounds of 
policy, practically ignoring the general interests of the Kist Ead community as 
a whole, The writers appear to regard the question almost entirely through the 


- narrow spectacles of the few Hambro’ seatholders; but even then I contend 


their policy is short-sighted and calculated to defeat itself. Should they 
succeed in their object and increase the membership by some hundreds (a 
contingency utterly improbable) the conssquence would be that the origina! 
and best paying seatholders would be outvoted, and the management taken 


‘out of their hands, the ulimate results being disunion and many resignations. I 


venture to prophesy that the new governing body would prove a somewhat 
intractable one for the Council to deal with, in addition to which the funds 
would fall off woefully. The synagogue would thus become a constant burden 
upon the resources of the United Council. I cordially agree that it is the duty 
of the Council to carry out its obligation in this matter, but this obligation 
would be kept to the letter by inaugurating a moderate-sized synagogue ; acourse 
which, I am convinced, would prove thoroughly acceptable to the original 
Hambro’ seatholders. The desire to provide additional synagogue accommoda- 
tion for the poorer class would be far better carried out by erecting moderate 
sized synagogues further Kast—say at Mile Eod and Bow, Rents in these 
districts are lower, and the surroundings more healthy than in over-crowded 
Whitechapel. | 

Mr. J. A. J. de Villiers says “ the building of synagogues in North London, 


| the Borough, and Hammersmith has not succeeded in drawing the really poor 


away in appreciable numbers’ from Whitechapel, Nobody with any practical 
acquaintance with the industrial conditions of the case ever dreamed that it 
would! The workers of Whitechapel have as much concern witha synagogue 
at Hammersmith, as a hut in Central Africa. Hammersmith 13 practically 
foreign to them and their needs—North London is far too expensive for them. 


They are compelled to live within that manufacturing area which, with very — 


great advantage to themselves and their employers could easily be eatended further 
East ; thus partially alleviating that growing and serious evil of “ congestion * 
which is universally deplored, and which it is blind folly to treat in the opti- 
mistic, light-hearted spirit adopted by your correspondents. Employers being 
compelled to carry on their work where their labour is located, are at present, in 
spite of the excessive rents they have to pay, tied to Whitechapel and Spital- 
fields. Several attempts have been made to go further East, but through the 
difficulty of obtaining labour there have had to be abandoned. If, however, 
Synagogues and Jewish Schools were established there, the workers would quickly 
follow suit, to the mutual advantage of themselves and their employers, and the 
evils attending insanitary workshops would be enorm>usly minimised, 


It appears to me that the supportars of the “ White Elephant” Ssheme, 


though actuated by the best of intentions, are making a fatal mistake througa 
the lack of personal knowledge of local conditions. As a resident in tne 
district, in touch with the members of most of the local synagogues, I mast 


express my surprise and indignation at a piragraph in the letter of Mr. 5S. 


Salomon, Iam berfeok’y sure that in every Shool or Caevra in the East End, 
small cr large, “ respectable working-men‘can’ attend to their devotions with- 
out feeling that they ‘are’ intruders, and that the non-possession of a well 
polished silk hat would not debar them trom occupying any of the ‘vacant 
seats’ of which for a small subscription they could be masters.’ I assert, from 
intimate knowledge, that any distinctions between employer and workmen, 
between the wearer of a silk hat or of the humblest head-gear, are absolutely 
unknown, Would Mr. Salomon bea surprised to learn that at the synagogue of 
which I am a member (viz, Old Castle Street), we comprise both employers and 
workmen without distinction; that the latter preponderate in numbers; and 
that honours are distributed among both without reference to or thought of 


social status or any other consideration than fitness ? To give one case in point. 


I know of one synagogue in this district where a workman is Warden and his 
employer an ordinary seatholder. Such cases, in fact, are common. 

Mr. Salomon again, is, I hope unintentionally, utterly misleading when he 
seems to accuse Sir Samuel Montagu of favouring the erection of * hole-and- 
corner synagogues in uahealthy acd insanitary streets and alleys,” If Mr. 
Salomon will take the trouble to inform himself more accurately, he will dis- 
cover that Sir Samuel Montagu has always avowed himself yee teany in- 
crease in the number of small synagogues 10 this district; bat I think he and 
other broad-minded donors are entitled to the gratefal thanks of the entire com- 
munity for their uastinted generosity in assisting in the transformation of these 
chevras and small synagogues already existing, from insanitary, unhealthy aud 
dangerous edifices, to modern, well appointed, well governed places of worship, 
which will always remain monuments to their credit and that of the congrega- 


| tions, who, out of their poverty, have subscribed nobly towards their improve- —

Bat, more than this, services are ac.ually held three or foue times 
a year. Bat these, I understand, are not officially fixed. I should suggest 
as a beginning, that services be held oa the firat Sabbath in every month. Under 
the experienced direction of the ‘superintendent of the Great Synagogue 
Cyildren’a Services, dae order and discipline would be ensured. There exists, 
too, a well-trained choir composed of boys attending the Sabbath Classes. Indeed, 
in the recent Children’s Services, the choir proved a most attractive and popular 
feature, Atthbe services hitherto hold, students of Jews’ Oollege have been 
invited to deliver sermons, ‘I'his practice should be continuad, for the children 
listen with the closest attention to the short and simple sermons delivered to 
them. All who have any experiences of the East End, know that tke younger 
generation of Jews should receive the most careful attention, La the services I 
have cescribed, the children will fiad a pleasure and a spiritual gain, which they 
cannot find in the ordinary synagegue servics, If these in authority will see to 
the practical arrangement of these services, for which, as I have shown, all the 
necessary materials exist, [am convinced that their success will be such, that 
Children's Services will bo crtablished in connection with many, and ultimately 
all synagogues, and thus a much felt needed want will be suppiied.

The Rev. 8. SINGER preached in the New West End Synagogue on the Day 


of Atonemect from the text, Psalms xxxu, 2: “ Happy is the man to whom the 


Lord reckoneth not iniquity, and in whose spirit there is no deceit.” Thesermon 
was a plea for a frank examination as well as a purification of our motives. It 
dealt at length with the subject of Shams, social shams, pretences, and insiaceri- 
ties ; charitable shams, where the object wis not to do good to others but to b3 
thought well of by others; religious shams, as when people persuided themselves 


that to belong to a synagogue was a suflisient set-off for avoiding the synagogue, 


or when a uisplay of inordinate religicus zeal was buta cover for pers nalambi- 
tions. or personal animosities. There was one sham which portended a most 
serious danger to English Judai, and especially needad a warning word, 
because its effects went far beyond the present generation. It wis bscoming 
more and more the rule for tho children of the more vrosp3rous classes to be 
brought up away from the parental hom: and cat off from thos influences 
which constitute the most vital part of Judaism. Sometimes the effort 
was made to neutralise during an hour or two's religious instructioa th: 
un-Jewish or anti-Jewish teachings or iaflusnces to which such childrea 
were exposed during the week. It was at times a Sisyphus’ task. But ths 
evil did not stop there. Children, at the most plastic and receptive pariod of 
their life, were thrown among alien associations; bya tacit connivance on the 


part of parents, they were taught, along with their Gentile companions, an a!'en 


religion ; they must fall into line with others, and so they j>ined in an el en 
worship, where with almost every word uttered they confesseda creed rather than 


conform to which their ancestors laid down their lives. Now, thes3 chidren 


either believedinit or they did not. If they did and became estranged from tier 
own faith, whose fault was it but that of the parents, who, io their system 
of educition, had sold their birthright as well as their children’s often for no 
other object than some trumpery bit of social prestige? If the children did not 
believe in it, if they looked upon it all asa mere form, then what was happea- 
ing? At the most critical psriod in a child's life a lie was being ber 
worenin its whole mental and moral fabric. Who could tell how far the 
demovalisation thus early introduced would reach? It was bad enough that age 
familiarised one with lies and shams endless in number and variety, with saams 
and lies in society, in politics, and in business; buat corrupuol 
must have eaten deep into a people's heart and conscience when they cin thus 
practically say to their children, “* You know all religion is more or less a sham, 
but you must profess to believe in the bigger sham for a few years, and you will 
become such a gentleman, and mix with others who are even iw’ 
gentlemen than you.” ‘“Thoa shalt not let any of thy seed pass throug

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THE EAST END SCHEME. 
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Under the invidious heading of “ Dissensions in the Ghetto” the Pall Mall 
Gatte of Saturday last (Yom Kippur) ger gp the following report of an 
‘nterview with Sir Samuel Montagu :—Echoes of dissensions in the Ghetto, in 
which the leading members of the Jewish Community are taking part, having 
reached as far as Charing Cross Road, a Pall Mall (Gazette representative called 
upon Sir Samuel Montagu, M.P., to ascertain what it might all be about. 
“Baron Rothschild,” said Sir Samuel, “in his capacity of President’of the 
Council of the United Synagogue, has devised a scheme for building in White- 
chapel a colossal synagogue and Jewish settlement, with clergy house and so on 
adjoining, a sort of Jewish Toynbee Hall. A site has been chosen in the 
Commercial Road, and the warehouse now standing thereon has been billed with 
a notification that it is * the site for the Hambro Synagogue.’ Now I am going 
to do everything I can to prevent this mad scheme, for maditis,” “ Why?’ 
“Mind you, I don’t suggest that Lord Rothschild has any but the kindliest 
motives and intentions, but I am equally certain it is a case of misguided 
benevolence. To begin with, in the existing synagogue accommodation in 
Whitechapel there are already from 1,500 to 2,000 spare seats, seats which, 
except on two or three occasions in the year, are empty. Several of these 
synagogues do not belong to the United Synagozue, of which Lord Rothschild 
is president, but there are the seats. However because there is a great rush at 


big festival times, Lord Rothschild has allowed himself to get the confused’ 


idea that there is a similar rush on ordinary Sabbaths, and hence his scheme for 
spending £30,000 or £40,000 on a new synagogue, which would be bound to 
attract more foreign Jews to the already congested district of Whitechapel, and 
prevent or retard the migration of that class from the constituency I represent. 
Personally I should like to see some of the existirg synagogues closed—the 
Whitechapel synagogues, I mean, for wherever the synagogues are, Jewish 
residents are always brought to the locality. I should prefer to see some of 
the synagogues in Poplar, in Bow, and in Mile End; and I have already done 
something to reduce the number of the Whitechapel Synagogues, by getting 
some to amalgamate.” ‘“Isn’t that exactly what Lord Rothschild’s big syna- 
gogue would do?” ‘No; it could not wipe out any of the existing ones now, 
In the case of some of them, the people have supplied half the money for their 
erection, and would not leave them, and in the case of others they are named 
after Polish towns, and are centres of social lite in quite indispensable ways. 
You cannot have one great central synagogue, because Jews cannot ride on the 
Sabbath to get to it; and moreover, the people in the east of London like to be 
wardens or officials of the synagogues, and which could not hope to be under 
Lord Rothschild’s contemplated scheme,” ‘I understand it is the site of the 


prop sed big synagogue which is really so anfortunate from your point of view ?”’ 


“Yes, Ifit were taken a couple of miles further east, perhaps it would not 


matter, At present the Whitechapel Jews are emigrating in large numbers to 


the Cape and elsewhere abroad ; we don’t want their places filled by numbers of 
foreign Jews who would be attracted by mention of Rothschild’s synagogua., 
There are, say, 100,000 of these Jews in Hngland. They are not too many 
among the 35 000,000 of people in England, but they are a great deal too many 
to be all in Whitechapel. In one square mile in my constituency the rents are 
dearer forthe same accommodation thanin any part of London, excepting 
Mayfair and the fashionable quarters. You can’t geta house for £50 rent in 
Whitechapel fit fora respectable man to livein. I had occasion recently to look 
out ahouse in Whitechapel fora respectsb!e minister, and although he was 
willing to pay £50 or £60, he eventually had to put up witha first floor. This 


congestion would cease if we could migrate the foreign Jews to places where | 


they would themselves be better off, and that would goa-great way towards 
settling the alien question, But Lord Rothschild’s scheme threatens to undo 
all the work we have been doing in that direction, I say it is simply criminal 
to attract more Jews to the Whitechapel district, as this schemes could not fail 


to do were it ever carried out. Does not Lord Rothschild know that legislation | 
against foreign (which means Jewish) immigration is contemplated and even | 


promised by the present Government? Yet, he may be pursuaded to furnish 


another pretext for such legislazion, Can Lord Rothschild ignore that pre- | 


judice against the Jews is increasing by leaps bounds? Yet he may be 
influenced to act so that that prejudice will be increased? Does not Lord 
Rothschild know that the vast majority of East London residents, Christians 
and Jews, are opposed to Jewishimmigrants? Yet he may be urged to lucrease 
that immigration. Such an act onthe part of the leader of the community 
must entail upon him personally a terrible responsibility. As I stated recently 
in a letter to the Jewish Chronicle, Lord Rothschild cannot shut his eyes to the 
fact that few, if any, desire this colossal synagogue. If he is under any delusion on 
that point, let him seek the free and wnbiassed opinion of the community.” “ But 
why does so sagacious a man as Lord Rothschild see it all in a different light ? 

“Some time ago he agreed with me upona compromise, and pe 
Rothschild was content to havea much smaller scheme, But iis advisers got 
him to withdraw bis assent tothat compromise. Heis a most kind-hearted man, 
but he has not mixed with the people as I, their member, have, in every corner 
of the district, for the past forty years... But I don’t think he will really carry 
this ssheme, He ought not to. If he does, be will have to force it through.

The President and Committee have issued a short statement of the re 
of the Jews’ Free School daring the past year. As usual, they note an mt Sa 
record of successes achieved in every department. There are at present 2.20) 
boys and 1,300 girls in the school. The fixed annual examinations hitherto held 
by the Education Department have, under the new regalations, been discon- . 
tinued ; but in lieu thereof “surprise” visits are made from time to time by 
Her Majesty's Inspector and Assistants, Visits were made in April and August 
when both schools were examined. The Inspectors expressed themselves as 
perfectly satisfied ; and at the second visit the Assistant Inspector remarked that 
it was always a pleasure to visit the Jews’ Free School. Remarkable successes 
were achieved in the Science Classes by the male and female teachers, who, as 
well as the pupils, gained a large number of prizes and scholarshipss Since drill 
has become part of the regular curriculum all the teachers have qualified as 
icstructors, and the Official [ustructor recently remarked that the performance 
at which he had assisted was the best he had ever seen. In the Girls’ Department a 
Cooking Class has been established, and promises to be productive of excelient 
results, The various successes are pre-eminently due,in the girls’ school, to Miss 
Lipman and her most able assistants; and, in the Boys’ School, to the commanding 


influence exercised with undiminished vigour by the veteran Head Master, Mr. 


Angel, admirably seconded by the vice-Master, Mr. L. B. Abrahams, with the 
co-operation of the excellent staff under their control. While the secular 
training in the Jews’ Kree School has maintained its high level, and fully 
satisfied the requirements of the Education Department, the President and 
Committee have been anxious that the religious training in the largest Jewish 
school should be in every way worthy of the Jewish community, and that the 
teaching in Hebrew should be as excellent as the secular instruction. They are 
happy to testify to the excellent results achieved by the Rev. M. Adler, B.A.. 
who, by his assiduity and attainments, bas placed this important Branch upon a 
footing it has never hitherto attained, special success having attended the

. Recent discussions point somewhat to increased 
aid being given to these schools ; but, undoubtedly, this aid must largely depend 
on their efficiency and on the voluntary efforts hitherto made by the various 
religious denominations.

The Feast of Tabernacles is a very apt illustration of our meaning, nay, 
it was the near contemplation of the festival that originated the argument we 
have been unfolding.

It was in essence an agricutural feast, a celebra- 
tion designed for tillers of the soil, for those who literally reaped the harvest, not 
for those who metaphorically did so. Now, the Jews have dwelt in towns instead 


of tents for more than twenty centuries, their virtues and their vices are the | 


virtues and vices of town-life; their characteristics in modern and medieval 
periods were modified and conditioned by long successive generations of divorce 
from the direst service of nature. Yet the Jews have not long passed out of 
the pretty habit of bearing myrtle and palm branches in their hands, and even

testimonial to the poetical instinct, to the imaginative power of the medieva] 
Jews is contained in this possibility of theirs to celebrate Tabernacles in their 
Gettos, to rise above the dull reality of their lot, nay, to transfigure it into 
raliant beauty by aid of the living presence of God ? Nor do we in our times 
quite lack this religious imagination. The early Jewish emigrants to Aus- 
tralia, who found that they were in the midst of winter when Pentecost came 
round, nevertheless gave a fresh lease of life to this early summer festival, and 
if their present descendants are less imaginative and less able to project 
th mselyes into the real, essential meanings of the Festival, the fault lies in 
the unimaginative sordidness of modern life. We mast give freer play to 
our imagination in these days of matter-of-fact. Denizens of the towns, we 
must worship God with the fervour of those who pass their careers in close 
Contact with Nature. The sojourn in the Tabernacle became early @ 
‘yn-bol, memorial of God’s ever watchful love. The Bible itself so represents 


Atonement that precede it in the Jewish calendar. But the realisation of 
the truth that Gon's Providence is eternal, forms the coping-stone of the 
edifice of Judaism. The old superstition which connected the Tabernacle 
with the good things of the Messianic age, which imagined huge feasts on 
massive Leviathans in enormous booths, had at least this element of truth 
in it—that the Feast of Tabernacles, more, perhaps, than any other festival, 
typifies the Providential love of Gop, without which no future regeneration 
is possible, without which all hopes of a millennium are futile and impossible. 
Even in his superstitions the Jew in past ages could somehow set spiritual 
and poetical gems. Ifwe would throw aside the superstitions of the past, 
let us, at all events, retain something of its divine spirit and its poetry.

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS IN VIENNA. 


The election for.the Municipal Council of Vienna concluded on Thursday, 
the 26th September, when a poll was taken in the first electoral section. The 
voters in this section compris the highest officials and the largest tax-payers ; 
yet, although the anti-Semitic agitation is directed against capital as well as 
against the Jews, here also the candidates of the reactionary and anti-Semite 
parties were victorious, winning eight more seats. The anti-Semites have secured 
92 seats out of 138 in the new Council, and now have the 
two-thirds majority which will give them the right of electing the Burgomaster 
and Vice Burgomaster, and of transacting all other business, even if the Libera! 
minority should abstain from taking part in the proceedings. Reckoning by votes 
the anti-Semitic majority is even more than two-thirds, 43,000 votes having been 
recorded for the candidates of that party against about 18,000 only for the 
Liberals. The programme of the victorious party affects both Protestants and 
Jews. The Policy as regards the Jews is that the Municipal Schools maintained 
by general rates are no longer to remain open to all alike, but that J ewish shall be 


separated from Christian children and taught in schools or classes of their own; 


that Jews, shall, on principle, be excluded from the offices at the disposal of the

All primary schoolain Vienna are Board Schools, maintained out of the 
rates, and Protestant teachers, as wellas Jewish, are now no longer promoted, 
and in case of vacancies hardly ever appointed. Both classes will disappear from 
the list of public teachers in Vienna duing the anti-Semitic Clerical rule now 
commencing.

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SUCCAHS I HAVE KNOWN. 


[BY AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 


My earliest Succah was my father’s. In those days—iow many years ago I 
do not care to count !—my summer holiday lasted exactly nine days a year. We 
nosded no train to take us to our country destination,—we just stepped into our 
b yard, A | 
and we young boys and girls enjoyed our change of s¢2ne far more than I have 
relished my rec3nt month at Ostead, now that I have growa old. It has ben 
siid that the pleasures we make for ourselves are fuller and fairer than the 
pleasures which are given to us. Perhaps this is why we loved our Succah-—for 
we maida it ourselves. We did not employ a professional carpenter to patina 
single nail, or plang asiagle baam. We bougut rough logs and boards at the 


tim)ar yard ia Loundsditch, which was never rebuilt after the fire of a quarter of 


a century ag). We planed the logs and grazad our fingers, but the paia did not 
count. Taough all these prepiratory stigss occurred a fortnight beforehand, the 
actual building operations never bezan until tho night when the great Fast was 
over. Ours was not a learasd household, but old traditions clung to us, and some- 
how wo Know that it was a spacial marit to closa the Day of Atonement, hammer 
in hand, putting in tha first nail of the Saccah, passing as the Psalmist has it, 
“from strength to strength.” | | . 

Our Suceah was much admired, but nocrilics were more enthusiastic than we 
were ourselves, [t goos without saying thit we had many visitors, for people in 
th se days had a keen nose for a Succah. People who neglected us all tha year 
rubbed up thoir acquaintanceship as Tabernaclescame round. We did not wonder 
that our Succah was popular, for we really believed that our architectural design 
was an original one, and [ retained that notion until only a few days ago, when an 
old illustrated jargon book, printed in Amsterdam in 1723, was cruelly placed in 
my hands, and on page 45 I beheld to my dismay the picture of just 
such a Succah as ours was. We put it together in this fashion. Four upright 
beams were connected at the top and at the bottom with cross bars of wood, and 
thus was obtained a hollow shell of substantial strength. Our next step was to 
put in the flooring. How we wasted our wood by ingeniously cutting the boards 
just three-quarters of an inch too short! But that difficulty was overcome, after 
many councils of war, and we then put on the roof, not flat, but sloping. The 
sloping roof was a great conception. It did away almost entirely with the rain 
difficulty, for the water glided off the thick leaves at the top and saved us from 
the necessity of tarpaulins or glass superstructures. Most people make the 
Succah roof flat and then build a sloping wooden or glass frame above the roof. 
Our plan was not only prettier, but-it enabled us to remain in our Succah without 
closing the top in all but very heavy showers. We had a tarpaulin ready in case 
of exceptional rain, but [ can only recollect one or two occasions on which we 
scaled the yard walls and placed it in position over the greenery. But our master- 
stroke lay in the walls, There were no walls at all. A few lines of stout string 
made a lattice-work on which we fixed thick layers of fragrant myrtle branches 
and laurel-leaves. The effect was fairy-like, and we did not spoil it by attempting 
to “paint the lily.” The only decorations which we introduzed were clusters of 
grapes, which trailed their luscious path along the very walls, a few citrons in 
their own early amber-yellow, which hung from the bright roof, and an od1 
chrysanthemum or two still growing in their mould, which added the necessary 


streaks of colour. All this was not so costly as it may sound, for we bought in| 


very cheap markets, and saved much of the wood from one year to the next. 
Over the way, our neighbours had their Succah too. This was also very pretty, 
and many preferred it to ours. It belonged to a more conventional and ornate 
type, for it was really a sort of summer-honse which stood all the year and was 
dis-roofed when Tabernacles drew nigh. We boys used to like to have a hand in 


their decorations as well as in our own, though it went to our heirts to see the 


b sautiful apples and pears covered with tinsley wrappors of gold and silver paper. 
The gilder in those days was the only “proper” beautifier Then, reams of 
coloured papsra were cut into strips and twined into chains. Finally, out came the 
samplers which the girls worked with their own fingers. These samplers contained 
the Succah benedictions embroidered and crocheted in the drollest of droll Hebrew 
letters, but somehow as they were brought out year by year and were hung in 
position on the walls with the Wizrash facing 


the West, a silence of mingled 
gladness and tenderness fell upon them all. Tt seemed like a stock-taking of 


past memories, and a renewal of past, forgotten loves. 


Sadly lacking in ornament, whether natural or artificial, was a Succab which | 


many of my readers willrecollect. It belonged to a remarkab!e man who has only 
recently died. He had more piety than pence. He occupied three or four roons 


of open spaca. Must he therefore be robbad of the mitsvah of sitting in his own 
Succah, nay, of sleeping ia it? Perish the thought! A convenient trap door in 
one of his garrets suggested an ingenious plan. He firat-raised the trap-door, 
removed the skylight—which was very ricketty and easily detached—and hung 
sheets round the hole, the sheets trailing to the grouad and beyond, and catching 
the feet of unwary visitors. Of course we all would go and see this old gentle- 
man every Tabernacles. He refused admittance t> none, whether you could 
comfortably squeeze yourself in was your business not his. You plodded your 
weary way up five or six flights of stairs and stumbled throuzh a hole in the not 
over-clean sheetings. If you have never before seen the sight that greets you 
prepare fora surprise! You ‘would fiad no furniture inthe room but a simple 
chair bedstead. One wall contained nothing but a red handkerchief on which was 
imprinted a fancy picture of Jerusalem with Moses and Aaron on either side of 
the Ten Commandments, while olive branches figured in all possible and impos- 

filled with a huge scroll on which 
with his own hand, he had written out at great length the wonders of the 
Leviataan on which the good shall hereafter feed. But the most amazing thing 
was the host himself. He would be so seated that his head and shoulders were 
directly under the very aperture in the roof. He was near-sighted, but when he 
pA eagerly would he seize your arm and push you into the place which he 
vacated, 80 that you too had your head under the centre of the hole while you 
— the proper blessing. Of course ho slept in his queer Succah every night, 
_ equally; of couree, he had an ananal cold in the head for at least threo months

He constructed the walls out of old packing 
cases, and did not take the trouble to erase the inscriptions daubed upon re 
As you approached his Succah your eyes were greeted with tho legend ; «thi, 
side up with care,” “ empty crate, t» be returned,” and so forth. The inscription 
that puzzled me most ran thus: “ Dog-hooks not to be used.” I never know 
what a dog-hook was, and it only occurred to ine to look while Writing these 
reminiscences. I find from Lloyd’s Dictionary that a dog-hook is a kind of 
iron bar, or wrench, for opening iron-bound cases ; but a German toy-dealer 
tells me they are really hooks for cranes that are used chiefly for hoistin 
barrels but not suitable for slenderly made cases. This miserable man wag oes 
of the first I knew to apply to Baron Lionel de Rothschild for laurel branches to 
cover the roof of his Succah. Even in those days the Rothschilds never refused 
any such application, though the scale on which the branches are supplied jg 
now far more extensive. I believe that special bushes and trees are planted 
at Guanersbury to meet the ever-growing demand on Tabernacles. Many a 
poor Kast Ead Jew, who would otherwise be forced to forego the pleasure, jg 
thus enabled to build his Succah. But I do not quite see why some of my West 
End friends also avail themselves of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild’s princely 
generosity. |

very beautiful one which [ saw in Holland a few years ago, when I stayed for 
Tabernacles at the Hague.

There is an interesting episodes in connection with this Succah, the 
fame of which has spread beyond the confines of the Hague. During the life- 


tims of the late Qusen of Holland this Succah was msntioned at Her Majesty's 


dinner table. (Jueen Sophia was well versed in Jewish history and observances, 
and she expressed a wish to sea Mr. Daniels’s Succah, it being then the Feast of 


afternoon the Queen paid her visit, which lasted half-an-hour. In the course of 
conversation with her host her Majesty displayed her Jewish knowledge. She 
asked Mr. Daniels, for instance, whether he was a Cohen, and whether the 
Cohanim still adhered to the prohibition against touching a corpse. Although 
contrary to Court etiquette to partake of refreshments, her Majesty made an 
exception in this case, in order to carry out the custom of eating and drinking 
a tabernacle. On taking leave the Queon laughingly said to Mr. Daniels: “| 
take your word for a great deal, but you cannot make me believe that your 
ancestors in the desert lived in such splendid booths as this.” What a contrast 
this to one poor fellow I knew who turned his shop-shutters into walls,and a few 
old flat baskets into roofing, rather than have no Succah at all. Indeed, there }s 
room for both kinds of service to God, for the wealthy and the poor, If the 
service is cheerfully rendered, who knows which finds the more acceptance : 
Yet I came out not to preach, but to jot down some memories of Succahs I 
have known. In my youth, the public Succah was not yet a popular institution. 
There was a rather pretentious one erected in the courtyard of Bevis Marks 
Snoga, but of that more anon. It must not be forgotten that if the city syns 


remember it, it was already large and substantial, with a fire-stove in it and, if | 
recollect truly, it was lit by gas.

This Mr. Belasco, 
however, Was 48 good-humoured as he was big. Naturally, as there was no other 
public Suceah in the neighbourhood, many of us who were Jedescos (German Jews) 
contrived to squeeze ourselves into the company of the blue-blooded. Mr. Belasco 
enjoyed tracking out the intruders. ‘ These 7 edescos are welcome to enter,” he said, 
but they shall have none of my olives.” Letme explain. Mr. Belasco used to go 
round with a small keg of Spanish olives—even the olives were Sephardic—and 
permitted every true-blood to insert his fingers and take one of the tempting morsels. 
This would go on merrily till Mr. Belasco came to an undoubted Tedesco. “ You 
are not a Portugee” he would say. ‘O yes, 1 am a Portugee,” was the response. 
Mr. Belasco was not taken in by the insinuating smile of his all confident inter- 
locator. “If youare a Portugee, say Shemang Yisrael,’ came the crushing 
rejoinder. The mere Tedesco would attempt to repeat the first line of the Shema’ 
but would almost invariably say Yitrael for Yisrwel—a common mistake of 
Ashkenazim who try to read in the Portuguese style. This new Shibboleth of Mr. 
Belasco’s always succeeded in weeding out the interlopers, as I knew to my 
own personal cost, but much ready wit was displayed, and altogether, everyone 
enjoyed the scene immensely, 
[ understand that Mr. Belasco’s difficulty is keenly felt in at least one of our 
West End Synagogues to day ; but here the interlopers cannot be detected by 
their pronunciation of Hebrew. InSt. Petersburgh Place, the supply of cakes is 
notoriously lavish, the stock of fruit lordly. The bolas I can specially recommend, 
for, despite my years, [ make a journey thither, and take my fair 
sharo of the dainties every Succoth. But good Mrs. Phillips is much dis-.

isan amazing thing. Still more amazing is the astonishment of one of these 
young rascals when [ dart out and in reply to bis sly snap at the grapes make an 
equally sly snap at his fingers with my walking stick. . But there! I daresay the 
Bayswater people say the same of them, but really the St. Petersburgh Place 
cakes do vanish with exhausting rapidity, and huge as is the provision made 
it often falls short of the demand. And, tell it not in Gath, the boys are not the 
only gluttons on these occasions ! 

For the present I must break off here, lest I become too garrulous. I have 
forgotten to tell many things : how, for instance, one friend of mine reserved his 
finest tapestry for decorating his Succah walls and locked it up all the year. (I 
am told that this is recommended in the Talmud). Another man I knew made 
an elaborate crown of leaves and flowers and fruits and suspended it from the 
ceiling of his dining room to remind him of the Succah which he did not possess. 
The smallest Succah of the pretty typo that I ever entered was Mr. Bernays’. It 
was one of the daintiest objects on view at the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition. Then 


there is that curiously frail structure, called a Succah, raised every year in the. 


rear of a Aosher Restaurant in the City. But, as I have already remarked, I must 
not outstay my welcome. I would fain leave before I add myself to the great 
crowd of the unwelcome guests who, from year to year, to the great annoyance 
of thrifty housewives, flocked to some of the Succahs I have known.

of these essays that he has already invited Mr. Schechter to allow the firm to.

SOME REFLECTIONS ON THE MASS SERVICES AT THE 
GREAT ASSEMBLY HALL. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


For three successive years the United Synagogue has hired the Great Assembly 
Hal], in addition to obtaining the use of the large hall at the Jews’ Free School, and 
the Westminster Jews’ Free School, for the purpose of providing accommodation 
for religious worship for the poor on the solemn festivals of New Year and Yom 
Kippur, As nothing succeeds like success, so it may be urged that those who 
were loudest at the outset in their hostility to religious services being held at the 


Great Assembly Hall, are now the first to speak of and to praise the good work » 


attempted to be done, Barely three years ago, as the columns of the Jewish 
Chronicle of that day can bear witness, there arose one of those hysterical outbursts 
of narrow-mindedness and fanaticism—backed up by high ecclesiastical sympathy 
or wavering—against the use of the Great Assembly Hall for divine worship for 
Jews. Those who were responsible for the ‘ new departure ” were assailed with 
bitter reproaches, and were even threatened with personal violence. Religion 
which should be as a “ pole-star to light and to guide,” was used as a lever for 


petty recrimination, and the cry of the bigot was loud and deep at the idea of | 


dovenning in a hall not wholly used for Jewish divine worship. Yet in spite of 
all the dark forebodings, the services were parsevered with, end finally they were 
acknowledged to have achieved the object the promoters had in view. Last 
year, further opposition was manifested, but this time it was confined to a hand- 
ful of 7sadikim, who are certainly too righteous to dwell in this unholy City, 


_ They printed in their newspaper and sent broadcast a Cherem, anathematising 
all who should venture to take part in the services, 


Never was heard such a terrible curse! 
’ But what gave rise to no little surprise, 
Nobody seemed one penny the worse | 


So far it can be asserted that the duel between Progress and Intolerance 
has resulted in a defeat of the latter, and it may now be asked, Have the free 
services at the Great Assembly Hall been successful otherwise than in drawing 
together large assemblies for the purpose of public Divine worship? The 
answer of one intimately acquainted with the history of the movement, is an 
emphatic Yes. Many valid reasons can be adduced in support of this conten- 
tiop, and perhaps the strongest evidence may be obtained from Christian 
on-lookers, who were not at all well-disposed to the foreign Jew, and who 


could not bring themselves to believe that there wasany goodinhim, Prejudics 


begotten of ignorance has b3en dispelled. Speaking. of the vast concourse as 
they stand at prayer io the Hall, an eminent Christian remarked: “ This is 
indeed a wonderful sight! We Christians would spend hundreds of pounds to 
get together such an audience. Aye, in fact, we do spend hundreds, 
our services attractive with music and singing, but we nevertheless fai! ‘to draw 
such a devout audience,” So the poor outcast Polish Jew athis prayer bacomas 
an obj-ct-lesson, and his undying love for his religion calls forth a word of 


praise from sympathetic on-lookers. 


| But, it may be urged, the Polish Jews would still assamble for public worship 
even if the United Synagogue did not engage the Great Assembly Hail for that 
purpose, This is no doubt true. But where would they meet for prayer? In

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THE SYNAGOGUES. 


Notwithstanding the phenomenal weather, the synagozues wera crowded on 
the Day of the Atonement, and many of the authorities made special arrange- 
ments to secure the comfort of the worshippers, We append abstracts of the 
reports that have reached us. 

GREAT, 


The CHIEF RABBI preached on the Day of Atonemont at this synagogue on the 
message contained ia Isaiah Ivii, 15-18, He spoke of covetousness and the love of 


gain as the bes: tting sin of our time, This was not the golden age, but the age of © 


gold when covetousnes3 “ Lady of ignoble competition and of deadly care” held 
every where her deadly sway, She raled with equal power amid the gilded saloons 
and marble halls of the West as in the humbler habitations of the Eist, Reference 
was made to the evils of sweating which still prevailed, as revealed in the Blue Book 
recently presented to Parliament by Her Majesty's Chief Inspector of Factories and 
Workshops, and confirmed by the investigations of the Special Commissioner of the 
Jewish Chronicle, The preacher dwelt with emphasis on the facts disclosed with 
reference to the wholesale disregard of the Sabbith which the system entailed alike 


on employers and employed. It was ineffably sad to read in the Report “ the ordi- 


nance of the Sabbath once so rigidly observed is now quite neglected by the majority 
of Jewish tailors, who say that their living is more t> them than their religioo.” 
When one heard of Jewish tailors and tailoregses working not only to 10 or 11 on 
Friday night, but in certain seasons of the year all Friday night throughand right 
on till dinner time on Sabbath, resuming work again on Sunday morning at 8 or 9 
o'clock, did not this involve not merely a profanation of the Sabbath but a profana- 
tion of humanity? Th’s terrib!e strain of uahealtby toil would seem to account foe 
the increase in the list of pensioners in ths Board of Guardians, especially of young 
widows, of people on the sick list, and in part for the mortality amonginfants. The 
Chief Rabbi called on employers to combine for the purpose of resisting the infrac- 
tion and evasioa of any of the provisions of the existing Workshop and Factory 
Acts, and of the Act coming into furce in January next, Ie called upon them to 
cymbine to resist every attempt at Sabbath work. He was certaia that the leaders 
of the community would assist any well thought out and practical m»,vement that 
aimed at the attainmens of these objects, 


Before Neilah Dr, Adler addressed the children assemb]:d in the Hall of the Great 
Synagogue, He spoke to them on the importance of utilising tne golden opportu- 


nities of life, and referred in touching words to the tragic occurrence by which his’ 


parents and the c)ymmunity had to bewail the loss of the late Henry Alfred Cohen, 
youth so rich io prom‘sa,

The prayers at this synagogue were read by the Reva, Morris Jozeph and Isidore 


Harris, with the assistance of Sir Philip Magnus, who, in addition to reciting the 


portions from the Prophets in English, read tae Afternoon Service, The Rev. Prof, 
Marks recited the Ten Commandment: as usual, During the Av! Nidré service the 
Rev, I, Harris preached from Psalm cxix, 37: “ Turn away mine eyes from behold- 
ing vanity, and revive me in thy ways,” One great purpose, said the preacher, 
which the Day of Atonement serves is t) lead us t» rcflect upon the great mystery 
of life. It isa purpose that redeems it from the charge which superficial critics 
have brought agaiost it of encouraging an evanescent piety which leaves the wor- 
shipper no batter than he was before, For it is impossible to meditate seriously 
upon life, and the purpose for which it has been given to us, without being perma- 
nently benefited, They were all familiar with reflections upon the vanity of life, 
its illusions and disappointments, But life was only a vain thing b3cause they chose 
to dream it away in vain imaginings instead of filling up the measure of its days 
with good works. They were anxious, as Thomas a Kempis has it, “ to live long, 
bat careless to live well,” If they measured their lives by the true standard of 
living, what account could they give of themselves? How puny must many of the 
interests which had absorbed them appear when tested by the white light of duty 
which the Day of Atonement sheds upon human action! They had read in history 
of monarchs who had neglested their high vocation to devote themselves to trivial 
callings, Many of them must plead guilty t» similar folly, for they had pursned 
after perishing vanities and frittered away their energies on the veriest trifles, Let 
them not think that such a serious view of life as he was urging upon them was 
incompatible with cheerfulness, for experience taught that the men who were most 
terr bly in earnest about life and its responsibilities were the most cheerful natures. 
Their very concentration of purpose served to buoy them up with feelings which 
were the reverse of sad. The fact was aptly illustrated by their penitential liturgy, 
Whose predominating note was not despsir but hope, not sadness but a great joy 
§prioging from a conviction that they were at one with God, 5 


_ The sermon in the morning was preached by the Rev, Morris JosePH, his text 
being Psalm xxxix. 7: “And now Lord in what do I hope? My hope is in Thee.” 
They bad all come, he said, to Goi’s houss that day, bat had they all come to seek 
God! The contrary he feared was the cas2, What too many of them desired was 
not strength to go and sia no nore, but licence t> go on sinning, The godless spirit 
which entered so largely into the observance of the Day of Atonement reflected the 
temper in which they dealt with all their most solema obligations, It was kardly 
too much to say tha: the great majority of English Jews hd no religion, God was 
Lot ia all their thoughts, They arranged and lived their lives without Him. Never 


did they ask themselves, “ how does my life compare with the ideal life?”’ Never 


did they say, “ I will suffer this pain, I will foreg this pleasare, out of regard fora 
higher Wil! than my own,” Think of tue dismal aspect of the syaagogues on the 
Sabbath day, Some, doubtless, would excuse themselves by urging that the servic 
made no appeal to their souls, Bat if this were so, where was the intense religious 
feeling that would mike a succassfal effort to restore t> pablic worship its lost 
power? Ifthe majority of that congregat’on honestly desired a more spiritual 
srvice, let them strenuously endeavour to establish it. But did that earnest desire, 
at strong enthusiasm, actuate more thana very few! Were there really many who 
felt that they had sou!s, and yearned t» find satisfaction for them in God's House? 
As a further iedication of the prevailing irreligion, the preacaer instanced the 
neral decline of Sabbath-observance. Taat was prob: bly the first Sabbath which the 
majority of that present congregation had observed since the D«y of Atonement had 
¢ incided with the Sabbath three years ago, Not once in that loug interval had the 
soul been 1.fced in gratitude to the Supreme for the many blessings that each year had 
brought in ita train. This general neglect of the Sab-ath was no surface-evil, It 
its roots deep down ia their svicicual condition. It showed that the s-ns3 of 
dependence upon a Higher Power, that the spirit of self-sacrifice, the very e-sence 
of godly living, that all desire for something better than the : ordid details of evers- 
day life, was dead, If this sin were not 80 systematic, if men came now and again 
fo Present themselves bafure the Most High, he, the preacher, woald say nothiag ; 
or he knew how fierce the struggle was out in tbe world yonder, and how strong 
Bat even this inter- 
mut‘ent piety was only too rare, Avarice and self-indulgence—and the latter was 
the worse of the two—aot content with claiming six days as their own had robbed 
the soul of the seventh, The worst class of Sab.ath-breakers were those who fvrced 
‘ holy day into the service of their pleasure or their indolence, Men and, sad t) 
q.NOmeD too, sacrificed all the domestic and spiritual joys that the Sabbath 
‘s "red, for the attractions of the theatre or the concert-room. They hurried past 
© synagogue, with its open door that silently invited toprayer, in order to snatch a 


feverish holiday by the seashore or in the country-side, Nay, worse still, they would 
spend the Sabbath morning in degrading idleness in their own homes at the time 
when the praises of the Lord were being sung in aa empty sanctaary, Coald they 
say that they had consciously made God their hope when they thas plainly showed 
that they trusted in everything but His power, lived for everything bat His will! 
The question was not one of religion only, but of conduct.” The irreligious life 
degenerated by slow degrees into the immoral lifs, Let them ksep their hope in 


God a living thing, an active impulse, and they would keep their integrity, Batif 


they let it go, they would deliver themselves over to the forces that make for lat*ter- 
day wickedness : heartleseness and commarcial immorality and vicious self-indal- 
gence, “ Never mind what I belicve,” exclaimed many, “ my religion is todo good,” 


| Bat how was this enthusiasm for doing good to ba preserved without religion, nay, 


how was good to be discerned? To lose religion was to lose one’s clearness of moral 
vision, The writing on the tablets of the Law became blurred, and the most solemn 
commands were bereft of their distinctness and force, They parted company, to», 
with the Divine Lawgiver, whose abiding presence had been a challenges, and His 
majesty a rebuke, And with that presence vanished the upholding power that had 
kept their souls from going down to the pit, The preacher appealed to his younger 
hearers not to think taat this power was bat a figment of the imaination, It was 
no longer the fashionable creed to believe nothing, God was coming by His own 
again, as the altered tone of contemporary literature amply proved. When szience 
was in her most cautious and therefore most scientific mood, she made fall confes- 
sion of her limitations, She was, as an eminent scientific man once declared, bat as 
a child gathering pebbles on the edge of a vast ocean, An insolable mystery encom- 
passed them, and that mystery was God, And so, whether they liked it or not, God 
was their only possible hope. To Him must they submit themselves ; to Him must 


they look for salvation of any sort—for help to realis2 their worldly wishes, for help | 


in their last hour when the world woulli be fading from them like a dream, But 
should they wait until that time of crisis? Should they not rather take God for 
their guide and friend now, when the lights burnt brightly and the pulse beat high, 
now, when there was joy still left them in life—joy that might be made all the 
surer and sweeter and truer, because of His companionship? Let them think of it, 
And when night should fall on that scene at last, might it fallon many a heart that 
had found God, and had sworn never to let Him go, The preacher concluded w.th 
prayer,

a mockery of religion formalism might degenerate, and to what a degree moral oon- -

Judaism, and the position it should occupy in their holy religion. The maxim that 
“Charity was superior to all other virtues,’ should not be misconstrued into 
“Charity the only virtue neccessary for a Jew to cbserve,” 


The services at the Spanish and Portuguase Synagogue were renilerei by the 
Rev. J. H. Valentine, assisted by Mr. Seruya, the second Reader, Oa tha second 
evening of Rosh Hashana the Rev. J, M. ASHER delivered a discourse (by invita- 
tion) from Psalm Ixxxi., 3: “Sound the trumpet on the New Moon, &3,” Ona 
Kippur Day the Rev. J. H. VALENTINE preached from Psalm xxi,, 8; “I bave set 
the Lord continually before ma.” He said that when he saw such a goodly 
assemblage as was gathered that day, he could not help reflecting what an inflaence 
for good or evil was before him, He trusted that all pris-nt would take to heart 
the golden utterance of the Psalmist of ‘setting the Lord continually before 
them.’’- For they had still a mission to perform, Their passive Judaism was not 
all sufficient, there must be an active Judaism. They must show themselves 

worthy Jews everywhere and always, [or the eyes of the world were upoa them, 
some with feclings of compassion, some quite the reverse. He could no: refrain 
from alluding to the recent dastardly attack upoo the Rothschild Bank in Paris, 
_where, only by a miraculous intervention of Providence, the head of that noble 
house escaped the anarchist bomb, It grieved him beyoud all conception t> read of 
the unwarranted excesses c)mmitted upon the Jewish community in the free and 
enlightened city of Vienna by the so-called anti-Scmitic pariy, He thanked God 
that such disgraceful proceedings—worthy only of the Dark Ages—were not, and 
would not be, tolerated in this heavenly-protected coantry, None the less, he would 
urge upon them the duty of “ setting the Lord coatinually before them,” that every 
action of their lives sha!l bear the utmoat scrutiny and be stamped with the seal of 
truthfulness, honesty and resjectability. For it was painful to have to admit that 
there were in the community those who were no credit to the race, He uttered this 
not from mere hearaay, but from practical experience and knowledge of those to 
whom he was called upon to tender spiritual advice, UO that they would reform 
and “ever set the Lord before them.” For life was uncertsin aad every day was 
suggestive of the fragility of their beet possessions, Since their las. Kippar cele- 
bration death had been at work and had removed from their midst those to whom 
they had looked up guidance and sapport. Many had endured severe illness, 
whom he was now pleas-d to see joining in praise and thanksgiviog. They had all, 


more or less, received warnings of the uacertainty of life, He trusted that these — 


warniogs might be a blessing in disguise to strengthen their faith, to fortify their 
waveriog hearts, to bring them nearer to their Father and God, that they might all
